Rifkin, a teacher in the C har­ 
les Boehm High School, did not 
oay just w hat he would do at 
this time, but he added that 
the 
m atter 
involves 
“ double 
jeopardy.” 
It all began when Bilkin was 
charged with going through a 
stop sign at the corner of Penn 
Valley O live and West Afton 
Ave. in Y ardley on Sept. 3. 


‘Lack Of Jurisdiction' 


He w as taken before Justice 
of the P eace Kenneth Worst, 
who dism issed the case because 
of “ lack of jurisdiction.” 
Y ardley Police Chief 
Frank 
Morgan reportedly rem arked on 
W erst's decision, “ I don't un­ 
derstand that ruling." The case 
w as then referred to another 
Y ardley Justice of the Peace, 
Lendrum Chapm an. 
A fine of $5 plus $5 cost was 
levied against Rifkin on Sept. 
22 and the school teacher re­ 
fu n d to pay. 
C hapm an 
then 
gave Rifkin two days to think 
it over and he appeared before 
the J P again on Sept. 24, 
Refuses To Pay Fine 


Once m ore he refused to pay 
the fine. T hree officers of the 
Y ardley police appeared at the 
hearings 
to testify that they 
had seen 
him pass 
the 
stop 
sign, C hapm an then gave Rifkin 
th ree days in 
Bucks 
County 
Prison, 
Rifkin offered to take a lie 
detector 
test 
or 
even 
truth 
serum to prove he was telling 
the truth. “ But do the police

Rifkin 
com m ented

would go to jail rath er than pay 
the fine because of “ the princi­

His sentence began at 8 p rn.

Once out of the prison. Rifkin 
had nothing but praise for the 
m anner 
in 
which 
the 
prison 
w as run and “ I think W arden 
E arl C. Handy is one of the 
m ost capable prison adm inis­ 
trato rs there is.” 


Prison Methods 
While in the prison, he said 
he found tim e to get a good 
look at prison m ethods and he 
said of the Bucks County P ri­ 
son “ it was wonderful as far as 
prisons are concerned.” 


He said he took tim e to talk 
to other prisoners while in tile 
in stitu tio n and “ from what I 
could see only about half of 
them belonged th ere.” 


The rest, he said, w ere psycho­ 
tics and neurotics who should be 
getting m ental attention instead 
of being locked up in the p riso n .
